If any byſtander ſhall imerrupt, moleſt, or infult any Ollicer or foldier while on duty at an 
muſter, or ſhall be guiity of the like conduct before any Court or Board afSreſait, the Commanding Ollicer, or ſuch Court or Board, may — 
him to be confined for the day. The Lieutenant or Commanding Officer of a Couaty ſhall caule to be purchaſed out of the money ariſing from 
the fines, for every regiment in his County, the uſual ſets of colours, with ſuch devices thereon as the Executive ſhall dirett, alſo a drum and fife 
for each company; and on the colours and drum ſhall be marked the name of the County, with the number of the regiment and company to 
which they belong. AND WHEREAS, it is neceſlary that adequate powers be veſted in the Executive for calling forth the Militia and reſources 
of the State, in caſes of invaſion or inſurrection, or upon any probable prolpett of ſuch invalion or inſurrettion; 

Sect. 7. Beit further enafted, That the Governor, with advice of the Council, be authorized and empowered, on any ſuch invaſion or in- 
ſurrettion, or probable proſpect thereof, to call forth ſuch a number of militia, and from ſuch Counties as they may deem proper. And for the 
accommodation, equipment, and ſupport of the forces, ſo at any time to be called forth, the Governor, with advice aforeſaid, may appoint ſuch 
Quarter-maſters, Coauniflaries, and other Staſf, as to them ſhall ſeem proper, and to kx their pay and allowances; and ſhall alſo take fuch mea- 
ſures for procuring, tranſporting, and iſſuing all ſtores, which may be necellary, as to them ſhall ſeem belt, Orders for the militia to be called 
forth as aforelaid, ſhall be ſent to the County Lieutenant or Commanding Oflicer, with a notiacation of the place or places of rendezvous, who 
ſhall immediately take meaſures for detaching the ſame with the necellary number, and ranks of Officers by detail and rotation of duty. If fuch 
detachment ſhall amount to one-third of a regiment, he ſhall ſend one Field Officer with it; if two-thirds of a regiment, two licld Officers; and 
if more than two-thirds, three Field Officers, The County Licutenan or Colamancing Officer ſhall caule to be procured, by impreſſment or 
otherwiſe, for each company, a waggon, team, and driver, fix axes, and {ix Catap kettles, or pots of convenient lize, all which ſhall be delivered 
to the Commanding Officer of the company, who ſhall be accountable for returning the fame, when his tour is over; and the articles afore- 
ſaid, ſhall be returned to the owners, who ſhall be allowed for the ute of the lame whatever may be adjudged by the Court hereinafter appointed 
for enquiring into delinquencies, And to the end, that if any article impreſſed ſhall te loſt, the owner may be paid for the ſame, the County 
Lieutenant or Coramanding Officer, ſhall cauſe all property by him impreſſed by virtue of this Att, to be valued by two or more diſintereſted 
freeholders, on oath, before the ſame ſhall be ſent away; and upon proof being made to the laid Court of any article being loſt, the valuation 
thereof ſhall be allowed, without any allowance for the uſe; and the ſaid allowance ſhall be certified to the Auditors of Public Accounts: The 
ſaid Court ſhall make enquiry into the cauſe of ſuch loſs, and if it ſhall appear that the ſaid lols was occaliuned by the miſcondlutt or inattention 
of any Officer, the: County Lieutenant or Commanding Office is hereby authorized to prolecute a {uit againlt ſuch Officer, for recovery of da- 
mages, for the ule of the Commonwealth, If it ſhall appear to the Executive upon calling forth the militia as aforefaid, that the neceſſary 
number and ranks of Officers will not attend the detachmeats ſor regimenting and officering them at the places of rendezvous, the Governor, 
with advice of the Council, is hereby authorized to appoint ſuch Field Officers as may be neceſlary from the Counties called upon, as they may 
think proper, to join the forces ſo railed; and the ſenior Officer ſhall arrange and command the whole, and appoint the hed Rn Staff, 
And it a General Ofticer or Officers ſhall, in the opinion of the Executive, be neceſſary either on account of the number of tryops, or importance 
of the ſetvice, the Governor, with advice of the Council, ſhall appoint and commithon one or more Brigadiers Generel, for the then exiſting oc- 
ealion, who are hereby authorized to appoint each, an Aid-de-Camp, Brigade Major, and Brigade Quarter-Maſter, If a ſudden invaſion ſhall be 
made into any County of this Commonwealth, or in caſe of an inſurrection in any County, the County Lieutenant is hereby authorized and re- 
quired to order out the whole, or ſuch part of his militia as he may think neceflary, and in ſuch manner as he may think beſt, for repelling or 
lupprefling luch invaſion or inſurrettion, and ſhall call on the Licutenants or Commanding Officers ol the adjacent Counties for ſuch aid as he 
may think neceſſary, who ſhall forthwith in like manner furniſh the ſame. Aud for aſſembling the militia required upon luch occaſions, or by or- 
ders of the Executive, the ſame meaſures ſhall be taken to ſummon them as is directed in the cafes of muſters. Whenever any militia ſhall be 
called forth into actual fervice as aforeſaid, they ſhall be governed by the articles of war which were laſt in force in the Continental army during 
the laſt war; and Courts-martial ſhall be held as are therein directed; but to the caſhiering of any Officer, or capital puniſhment of any perſon, 
the approbation of the Executive ſhall be neceſſary. And whenever any militia ſhall be in actual ſervice, they ſhall be allowed pay and rations as 
follows, to commence from the time of rendezvouſing in their Counties, and to end on being diſcharged, viz, A Brigadier General, one hundred 
and twenty-five dollars per month, and twelve rations of proviſions and five rations of forage, for himſclt and family per day; an Aid-de-Camp, 
thirty dollars per month ; a Colonel, forty-five dollars 2 month, and {ix rations of proviſions and two rativas of forage per day; a Brigade 
Major, thirty dollars per month, four rations of proviſions and'two rations of forage per day; a Brigade Quarter-matter, thirty dollars per 
month, and three rations of proviſions and one ration of forage per day; a Lieutenant Colonel Commandant, thirty-ſix dollars per 
month, and five rations of proviſions and two rations of forage per day; a Major, thirty dollars per month, and four rations of pro- 
vitions and two rations of forage per day; a Captain, twenty four dollars per month, and three rations of provitions per day; a Lieutenant, 
ſixteen dollars per month, and two rations of proviſions per day; an Enſign, twelve dollars per month, and two rations of proviſions per day; 
a Surgeon, fixty dollars per month, and three rations of proviſions and two rations of forage per day; a Quarter-maſter, twenty dollars per 
month, and two rations of, proviſions and one ration of foragy per day; a Paymaſter, forty dollars per month, and two rations of proviſions,
